jail employe said. 


The coldness of the jail is felt even 


before entering the visitor's lobby in 
the newest section of the- prison A 
Christmas tree In the lobby does little 
to make a visitor forget that some- 
where else in the same building ate 
men awaiting trial for crimes such as 
murder, rape and armed robbery.

recently overlooked the terrors of the 
jail in an effort to bring the Christmas 


spirit to those who find little reason 
for rejoicing during any time of the 
>ear — the prisoners of Cook County 
Jail. 


The Galileans spent two davs last 


weekend singing Christmas care's and 
religious songs to an auditorium filled 
with jail inmates. The perfoimance 
was part of a three-day Christmas 
program organized by jail chaplains 
Phil Wagner and Dale Tweedy. 


For more than six hours each of the 


two days the Galileans were in the 
midst of what some, including a few 
jailers, say are hopeless causes. 


The stone-cald, blank expressions on 


the faces of many of the prisoners as 
they filed in must have made the Ga- 
lileans wonder why they agreed lo be 
locked in with these men for most of 
the day. 


BUT MANY OK THE blank ex- 


pressions turned to looks of thought- 
fulness — some even smiled — as the 


Galileans began to play their banjo, 
guitars and tambourine. 


A group of about 250 young prison- 


ers, most of them aged 17 to 20, began 
to clap along with the Galileans as 
they played and sang "Joy to the 
World." They clapped along again as 
the Galileans sang "It is a Good 
Thing to Give Thanks to the Lord." 


The same group of priwners broke 


into a routing applause when the Gali- 
leans finished. They applauded again 
when Wagner announced that each of 
them would receive a Christmas card 
and a stamped envelope to send to 
their parents or loved one. The same 
news had brought a clap of approval 
from some 400 older prisoners who'd 
been to the auditorium earlier in the 
day. 


The prisoners applauded when Wag- 


ner told them that about 200 Chicago 
area .churches had gotten together 
and spent $5,300 to make sure each 


pnsioner would get a gift box of 
'gooodies." 


The gift-wrapped boxes contained a 


fruit pie, a pack of cookies, three can- 
dy bars, the card and stamped enve- 
lope and some Christian literature. 
Wagner said the packages were worth 
about a dollar each, a statement that 
also brought cheers from the priso- 
ners. 


A REFORMED MURDERER from 


Chicago's South-Side followed Wagner 
to the microphone. He told the prison- 
ers how his life had changed since he 
became a Christian. He urged^them to 
do the same, and said he would* be 
willing to help anyone who asked. 


"If this program today makes one 


person's Christmas a speck better, 
we've succeeded what we want to 
do." Wagner shouted to the prisoners. 


As soon as the Galileans played a 


final song, the lights were dimmed 
and a weekly jail-sponsored film was 


shown It was'a picture called "Vigil- 
ante Force." 
ing a better movie this week," 


"I wish they would have been show- 


ing a 
better movie this week," 


Tweedy said. "But movie time is the 
only time the prisoners are all togeth- 
er." 


HE EXPLAINED HOW Wagner had 


gotten permission to put on the Christ- 
mas program during the regularly 
scheduled movie time. But Wagner 
said the film did not dampen his 
hopes that the Christmas message 
would touch the hearts of some of the 
pnsioners. 


When the film was finished, the 


pnsioners were ushered out in single 
file by jail guards. Each was given 
one of the Christmas packages, a Gi- 
deon New Testament and a Christian 
book titled "Under Arrest.'1

Gunman forces 
way on jetliner, 
hostage stabbed 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — A gun- 


man, who seized two United Airlines 
maintenance workers as hostages and 
commandeered 
an empty jetliner, 


stabbed one of Ws captives Tuesday 
night when authorities refused to al- 
low the plane to take off. 


"I'm asking you: 'Please do some- 


thing and do it now,'" pleaded hos- 
tage Richard Funk who was not be- 
lieved to be seriously wounded. 


The assailant, Identified as Palm J. 


Hinnant, 37, divorced but remarried 
and the father of two, Issued a 10-min- 
utc ultimatum. He did not disclose his 
intended destination. 


When Hlnnant gave Us ultimatum, 


a negotiator radioed from the ground: 
"No way we're going to start the 
plane." 


Funk some minutes later replied: 


"He says get a man out here (to start 
the plane). I'm bleeding all over the 
cockpit. I'm bleeding now, and we 
have to do something now." 


Authorities declined to say whether 


Hinnant demanded cash but said he 
ordered a flight crew placed aboard 
as well as food, brandy, his clothes 
and a radio. 


FBI agents said Hinnant was a UAL 


mechanic on extended sick leave. 
They said he was hired In November 
1D69. They also said he was armed 
with a Lugcr. 


THE FOUR-ENGINE DCS. liner, ca- 


pable of flying nearly 0,000 miles 
without refueling, was just outside the 
big UAL maintenance hangar north of 
the main terminal at San Francisco 
International Airport. 


Clarence Hamlet, SO, described as a 


"second father" to Hinnant and a 
UAL cleanup crewman, was placed 
aboard the plane, authorities said, to 
talk with him. 


About three hours after Hinnant 


commandeered tho plane, a negotia- 
tor on tho ground radioed him and 
told him the plane would not be 
allowed to take off. Hinnant then fired 
his pistol out a front window. 


"Don't do anything," n hostage ra- 


dioed back. "He Just wanted to show 
he's got It." 


A few minutes later Hinnant got on 


tho radio and said: "I can't back 
down. I wouldn't back out if I could."

grounded "jinx" tanker Argo Mer- 
chant was ripped in half by 20-foot 
storm waves Tuesday, spewing more 
than live million gallons of heavy 
crude oil Into some of the Atlantic 
Ocean's most precious fishing waters. 


A Coast Guard spokesman said up 


to 75 per cent of the 7.6 million gal- 
lons of Number 6 heavy duty oil 
aboard the ship had emptied into the 
cold Atlantic. The wave-wrecked ship,

ea>t of Nuntuckct.

$50 million pact in C&NW purchase

The Regional Transportation Au- 


thority Tuesday announced the terms 
of a $50 million agreement to pur- 
chase the Chicago and North Western 
Hy. commuter service and equipment. 


A tentative agreement was reached 


last week between the RTA and the 
North Western, the largest commuter 
railroad in the Chicago area. 


Under the agreement, the railroad 


will receive a S29.3 million subsidy for 
a four-year period retroactive to fiscal 
1876. In addjtion, the RTA will pay an 
estimated $21.2 million for the rail- 
road's locomotives and coaches. 


A 817 .MILLION capital Improve- 


ment program is planned under terms 


of thu agreement. The railroad can 
earn additional money from incentive 
payments for increasing the number 
of passengers and improving its on- 
time service. 


The North Western is the last of 


Chicago's five commuter railroads to 
come to terms with the RTA. The 
agreement, subject to board approval 
by both agencies, will bring long- 
awaited RTA benefits to the North- 
west suburbs, which rely on rail ser- 
vice to the city. 
\ 


The agreement will allow the RTA 


lo set fares and train schedules. The 
first change under the contract is ex- 
pected to be establishment of senior 
citizen and student discount fares. 


The HTA also must determine if the 
North Western should adopt the re- 
gional fare structure which is slightly 
lower than existing North Western 
fares. 


Approval of the agreement will can- 


cel automatically the North Western's 
request before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission for a 13 per cent fare in- 
crease. 


THE- ItTA PLANS to use federal 


funds to purchase the railroad's roll- 
ing stock. If the purchasae is com- 
pleted quickly, the RTA will reduce 
its subsidy to (he railroad by an esti- 
mated $3.7 million for fiscal 1978 and 
1U79.

"Whether those condi- 
tions can Indeed be created in the At- 
lantic is at best problematical. 


"Unless the assumption about the 


sufficiency of present naval levels for 
both sea control and projection mis- 
sions in Europe is accepted," the 
study said, " . . . the NSC proposal 
is not cost effective."

GILMOIU-: WAS back in max- 


imum security on death row after 
a weekend melee with guards in 
his infirmary cell which resulted 
in prison officials sentencing him 
to three concurrent 13-day terms 
in isolation. 


The 36-year-old killer, awaiting 


execution by a firing squad Jan. 
17, tried to smash several light 
fixtures Saturday 
night. When 


guards rushed in to quiet him 
down, Gilmore swung and kicked 
at them and hit one of the officers 
two or three times. 


"We haven't had any problems 


with him today," said Deputy 
Warden Leon Hatch. "We moved 
him back to maximum and he's in 
s e m i-isolation with a 24-hour 
guard." 


Attorney Stanger said Monday 


Gilmore probably would go to fed- 
eral court to seek release on the 
grounds the state had not exe- 
cuted him in the required time. 


A JUDGE dismissed a similar 


petition filed in state court on 
grounds it was the U.S. Supreme 
Court 
that delayed 
Gilmore's 


scheduled execution past the 60- 
day limit. 


Gilmore had been scheduled to 


die Dec. 6 — the 60th day — but 
the high court blocked the execu- 
tion to consider an appeal by his 
mother. The appeal later was de- 
nied. 


After the Supreme Court re- 


jected the mother's appeal. Judge 
J. Robert Bullock scheduled the 
execution Jan. 17.

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Depression rises during holidays 
Silent night may be lonely night

Tuo >ears ago Liz Ryan didn't 


to celebrate Christmas. Her husband 
had been dead nine months and the 
thought of spending the holiday alono 
with her four children was over- 
whelming. 


"But for the children's sake you 


have to celebrate." the Hoffman Es- 
tates resident said. "The first year 
was very bad. But each one gets bet- 
tor and now. once I Ret going with 
shopping and preparations, it's all 
right." 


Mrs. Ryan b one of many Northwest 


suburban residents who has spent a 


Christmas alone, separated from fam- 
ily and friends. 


"••Statistically, depression is higher 
this time of year." said Dr. Albert 
Lang, coordinator of professional ser- 
vice* at the Northwest Mental Health 
Center In Arlington Heights. 


".MANY PEOPLE feel isolated or 


separated 
from 
those 
they care 


about,-" he said. "And because holi- 
day 1 arc such a highly charged time, 
any kind of feeling a person has will 
be'lnlcnsificd." 


The Rev. Medard Laz, who counsels 


divorced Northwest suburban resi- 
dent:!, said the number of suicides In- 


creases at Christmas time. 


"The first Christmas after a divorce 


or death of a spouse Is the roughest." 
he said. "Time is a healer and people 
do adjust and grow and begin a new 
tradition. But that takes a while. 


"Going to church on Christmas eve 


or Christmas day can bd a devas- 
tating experience for 
the 
newly 


single," he said. "They attend the 
church where they were married and 
where their children were baptized 
and see other families together. It can 
bo very depressing."

Short circuit tied to yacht club fire 


SAN 
KKANCISCO <IW - A 


JJOO.OU) fire which raced through the 
exclusive St. Francis Yacht Club. kill- 
Ing three persons and routing 300 holi- 
day 
merrymakers 
apparently was 


caused by an electrical short circuit 
in a Christmas tree, authorities said 
Tuesday. 


The club, nestled on the waterfront 


between Fisherman's Wharf and the 
Golden Gate Bridge, has been a tradi- 
tional setting for the social activities 
of the area's yachtsmen. They were 
there for the club's Christmas party 
when the fire broke out shortly befi'ie 
ID p.m. Monday. 


ONE OP TDK UI:AI> was identilicd 


as Albert T. Simpson. 53, an engineer 
and former club commodore. The oth- 
er two bodies were so badly charred 
that no Immediate Identification could 
be made. One was believed to be a 
woman, the coroner's office said. 


Nearly two dozen persons were 


treated at hospitals for burns and In- 
juries. Members and guests fled from 
a caroling session on the first floor of 
the building as black smoke began 
curling down from the upstairs dining 
room. The celling collapsed in fiery 
chunks. 


Tom Montgomery' said he was still 


on the second floor when he "heard an 
electrical arcing" and turned around 


to see the Christmas tree explode in 
flames. 


KIKE BOATS were dispatched to 


the scene, along with 46 pieces of 
equipment and 156 firefighters. Thou- 
sands of residents along the marina 
came out to watch the Spanish-style 
landmark go up in flames. 


Attorney Fred Furth, a member of 


the club, said Its leaders met after the 
fire and vowed to rebuild It. 


"This club is a real star, a real gem 


on the Bay," he said, comparing it to 
the New York Yacht Club and the 
Thames Yacht Club in England. 


None of the luxury yachts, berthed 


In a harbor across a road, was dam- 
aged.

Created In 1937 by the Illinois Gen- 


oral Assembly. NIPC has no enforce- 
ment powers.

Nonetheless the agency has 11 grow- 


inu MI ice In rcglon.il planning. People 
are starting to notice what NIPC has 
to say abmit oncn space, sewage, wa- 
ter and housing.

nf the kind of controversy the agency 
now can generate. A recent announce- 
ment that lou- and moderate-Income 
hotnini! is lining to be considered as 
part of NIPC'i rex lew of federal 
grant application* brought outcries 
from local mayors. It wasn't that way 
in the pa»t.

"I'm Inter- 
ested in Arlington Heights, and they 
arc interested in a broader region," 
he said. 


HYAN, I.IKK many other suburban 


officials, is unhappy with NIPC's In- 
terim stand on housing. The agency is 
now calling for communities to rcvclw 
their housing policies if they have less 
than one low- or moderate-Income 
housing unit for every three jobs or 
less than a 2 per cent minority popu- 
lation. 


The ngcncy expects to change these 


standards when it adopts a far-reach- 
ing residential plan for the six-county 
region. Right now. however, MPC Is 
Inking licat for its interim criteria, 
which critics say arc too stringent. 


"You've got to remember that 


NIPC has a number of constituencies, 
one of the most Important Is the sub- 
urban mayors. So you could bay, 
•Well, MPC, the last thing >ou want 
to do is get them upset,'" Rippcy 
said. "In some respects this interim 
policy is a setback." 


"But it was developed in response 


to pressure from another constituency 
than suburban mayors. Older mixed 
communities were saying, 'We're try- 
ing to solve housing problems for the 
tegion and a regional agency should 
take a more aggressive approach,' " 
he said. 


Ryan said NIPC has gained credi- 


bility because of the work it does. He 
.••did the federal government also has 
started paying more attention to the 
regional planning boards. 


"OL'lt COMMENTS are usually giv- 


en quite a bit of consideration but 
they are not final." Rippcy said of 
NIPC's impact on federal funding. 


Some agencies pay more attention 


to NIPC than others. For example, 
the U.S. Dcpt. of Housing anad Urban 
Development has more dealings with 
NIPC than the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration. NIPC Is starting to work 
with the Environmental 
Protection 


Agency on water quality, and thus 
gaining influence there. 


NIPC rarely makes the headlines. 


More than 130 staff members spend 
most of their time doing research, 
compiling 
reports 
and 
reviewing 


plans. The staff Includes geologists, 
computer1 specialists, lawyers, chem- 
ists and traffic experts to name a cw. 


Commission meetings arc dull and 


filled with technical planning jargon. 
Most of the agency's impact Is hidden 
in studies that arc inches thick. 


NIPC officials, however, aren't out 


to make the news. 


"We feel that our strongest role in 


this can be as a broker of pulling to- 
gether other people," Rippey said. 
"We bring together the tcclinical end, 
the research leadership In the com- 
munity, 
which 
local communities 


don't have the ability to do them- 
selves."

served for single persons, however. 
Entire families can feel alone spend- 
ing their first Christmas in a new 
city, Lang said. 


"A 
family spending their 
first 


Christmas in a new community may 
feel isolation, loneliness, sadness," he 
said. "The parents can feel alone 
even though they have their chilren 
with them if they are away from oth- 
er relatives and friends." 


There is a solution for those who 


fear they will have no where to go 
Christmas Day, the Rev. Laz said. 


"DO SOMETHING meaningful with 


the person nearest you, whether it's a 
friend, relative or neighbor," he said. 
'Some people think as long as they're 
near the tinsel and trees they're cele- 
brating Christmas, when deep down 
they know they're just going through 
the motions. You can't live off some- 
one else's Christmas." 


Mrs. Mejcr agreed. "You don't 


have to be alone," she said. "Some- 
times people don't want to go to the 
trouble of having someone over or 
don't think they can afford it. 


"Don't be ashamed to ask your 


guest to help pay." she said. "I guar- 
antee he'd much rather help out than 
sit at home alone."

The court ruled in a case in- 


M>lving (icnerul lileetrie Co. 
that 
excluding 
pregnancy-re- 


lated disabilities from the com- 
pany's disability in.Miranee does 
not discriminate against women. 


The court made this ruling 


t'\en though the company's in- 
surance provided disability cov- 
erage lor Ihoi-e who are hospital- 
i/cd for hair transplant;, or va- 
.scctomies. The insurance pro- 
cram, in fact, covers nearly ev- 
ery po.s.sible health risk except 
pregnancy. 


In a dissenting opinion. Jus- 


tice William Drennan cited the 
ease of one plaintiff as an ex- 
ample of the unfairness of the 
exclusion. The woman, who had 


UINCII birth to a still-born baby, 
was denied liability coverage 
when she was hospitalized with 
.1 blood clot on the lung. The rea- 
son for the denial — her preg- 
nancy. 


It is hard to understand how 


the court could reason that den- 
\ing coverage to pregnancy-re- 


lated disabilities does not dis- 
criminate against women. The 
argument that pregnancy is not 
an illness might be persuasive if 
the Gli insurance did not cover 
other voluntary medical proce- 
dures, but it doesn't hold up 
when hair transplants and va- 
sectomies are covered. 


Legal analysts involved with 


women's rights cases have of- 
fered mixed opinions on what 
long-range effects the court rul- 
ing might have. Even passage of 
the Kqual Rights Amendment to 
the I'.S. Constitution would not 
atfect the Court's thinking in 
this case, since the EKA would 
affect 
dealings 
with 
govern- 


ment, not with private com- 
panies. 


Whatever long-term legal side- 


effects of the decision. Congress 
has the clear opportunity 
to 


right at least this one wrong by 
amendment to the 
1!)(M Civil 


Rights Act. 


.Sen. Birch Uayh. D-liuliaiui, 


has said he will be willing to 
sponsor the necessary legisla- 
tion to overturn the ruling. 


The ruling makes one thing 


clear. The end to sex dis- 
crimination in American society 
remains a goal — not an accom- 
p I i s h in c u t . Proponents oC 
women's rights have doubtless 
been jolted out of any false com- 
placency by the Court.

WASHINGTON I UPI) - A year 


ago. someone at the State Department 
—maybe a wag in the bureaucracy — 
wrote a description of the position of 
consumer coordinator (hat was being 
created in 17 government agencies. 


"He will review existing mecha- 


nisms of consumer Input, thruput and 
output and seek ways of improving 
these linkages in the consumer com- 
munications chanel," the job descrip- 
tion said. 


Thruput? 
A Washington Post editorial said 


that sounded like an "onput." 


Scoffing turned to smirking when 


the $30,01)2 appointment went to Joan 
Bradcn, wife of columnist Tom Bra- 
den and mother of David, Mury, Joan, 
Susan, Nancy, Elizabeth, Thomas and 
Nicholas Bradcn, ages 24 through 11. 


Go.ssips said she got the job through 


her friendship with Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger and Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller. She had worked 
for Rockefeller in business and in his 
19GU campaign for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 


An irked Mrs. Bradcn says the criti- 


cism made her a believer in women's 
liberation. 


.No man, even a friend of Kissinger, 


she says, would have been put 
through such an ordeal. It was a thru- 
put, all right. 


In a speech last October in Colum- 


bus, Ga., she discussed the newspaper 


reaction to her appointment. 


"What I did not know was that the 


appointment was questionable, that 
my credentials were suspect, that I 
h ad g a i n e d the job by ask- 
ing people to dinner, that life-long 
friendships with former male employ- 
ers would be dug up and treated as 
though they were illicit," she said. 
"And all, as far as 1 can see, because 
I was a woman." 


Anyway, asked the critics, what 


does the State Department have to do 
with consumers? 


The consumer movement charged 


that the appointment of consumer 
coordinators was done to forestall leg- 
islation which would have created an 
independent 
consumer 
agency 
to 


buttle other agencies on behalf of con- 
sumers. 


After nearly a year in the govern- 


ment, Mrs. Bradcn comes down on 
Ralph Nader's side in that dispute. 


She favors creation of the agency, 


but retention of consumer coordina- 
tors, able to fight for consideration of 
t h e c o n s u in c r viewpoint within 
agencies. 


She says she has succeeded in in- 


stitutionalizing her position. At her in- 
itiative, Kissinger directed that a 
"consumer impact statement" be pre- 
pared for every proposed action. 


She says other considerations may 


prevail in the end, hut now at least 
the consumers' viewpoint will be con- 
sidered when the department deals 


with trade negotiations, commodity 
agreements, airline routes, satellite 
communications, 
and 
international 


monetary affairs. 


In an artiele for the Washington 


Post last month, she gave an account- 
ing of herself and concluded she had 
"won one, lost one, tied one." 


The victory, she said, was President 


Ford's decision not to impose heavy 
tariffs on imported shoes — at a cost 
to consumers of $10 a pair. Instead, 
Ford approved "adjustment assis- 
tance" for the ailing shoe industry 
and its work force. 


The tie, she said, was the decision 


to enter into the International Coffee 
Agreement. She thinks that will stabi- 
lize coffee supplies and prevent the 
wild price fluctuations like the one 
which has pushed coffee to nearly $3 n 
pound. 


The loss, she said, was Ford's deci- 


sion to triple the duty on imported 
sugar. 


"The explanation," she wrote with 


rare frankness, "may be as simple 
as the fact that when he agreed to the 
sugar industry's demands, he was on 
his way to Louisiana In the middle of 
the campaign." 


And what was the political reaction 


to her article? 


"I was accused of disloyalty," she 


says.

ist colony. 


But sexuality is not the same Ihing 


as sexism, which is the true essence 
of male chauvinist pigncss.

I thank you for your support of my proposal to allow absentee 


voting in person at township halls. (Herald editorial, Saturday, 
Dec. 18). 


With regard to your comment: "It is bard to imagine where 


making an inefficient one-step system into a two-step system will 
be an Improvement," let me compare the two methods. At present 
the county clerk must place the absentee ballots that he has re- 


ceived into some 2,323 envelopes. His delivery service must then 
seek out the individual polling places throughout the entire county. 
Even though this means fewer than 2,325 delivery points (some 
precincts share polling places) it is still a monumental job for 
anyone unfamiliar with the area. 


Under my proposed plan the county clerk would deliver to 30, 


easily located, township halls. The town clerk who is thoroughly 
familiar with the polling place locations would have a relatively 
simple job in making deliveries within the township. 


Polling places are usually, but not always, the same from one 


election to the next. Sometimes the changes are necessarily last 
minute ones — more easily handled by the local town clerk. 


Rather than your suggestion that "prompt consideration should 


be given to the county clerk's proposal" I would propose thorough 
investigation as to the pros and cons of both propositions. I hope 
that you listen to all of the arguments and then endorse those that 
best sen c the people.

Citing higher medical costs, the government Tuesday announced 


.1 50-ccnt increase from $7.20 to $7.70 In the monthly Medicare 
premium paid by 25.4 million elderly and disabled persons. Ttio 
increase, effective next July I, will cost Medicare beneficiaries an 
additional $152.4 million a year in out-of-pocket costs toward doc- 
tor bills and other medical services such as wheelchairs and 
crutches. 


An earlier announced increase effective Jan. 1 raises the out-of- 


pocket charge for Medicare hospital bills from $104 to $124. An 
estimated 3.9 million persons will pay this so called deductible in 
fiscal year 1977 as their share of the first 60 days of hospital care. 
The- prumlum boost for doctor bills primarily results from a proj- 
ected Increase in Medicare physicians' fees in fiscal 1978, accord- 
ing to the Dept. of Health, Education and Welfare. 


Auto plains layoff 39.000 


The U.S. auto Industry Is expecting near-record car sales next 


year but will open 1977 with 39,001) workers laid off because of the 
small car sales slump — the most since the industry's recovery 
began In mid-1975. 


The one to three-week Iri'offs arc the most since the week of 


Aug. 4. 1975, when production of iDTU-modcl cars was beginning. 
The just-conclude'! 1970-modcl year marked the end of the In- 
dustry's two-year slump — the longest and deepest since the Great 
Depression. While temporary layoffs arc up, the longer, and more 
costly Indefinite layoffs arc down. The four companies list 19,000 
workers on long-term layoff, compared with 104,000 during that 
same week In August of 1975. General Motors Chairman Thomas 
A. Murphy, who has predicted record car and truck sales in 1977, 
says his firm's I2.ono long-term layoffs arc the result of the small 
car stump.

legislation lifting a ban on branch banking so currency exchanges 
would be forced Into "fair" competition. The proposal, Brady said 
Monday, would allow banks to open branch offices in the county 
where they arc located. 


"It is largely because the exchanges face little or no competition 


from other financial Institutions that they can take such out- 
rageous advantage of the consumer." said Brady, who plans lo 
introduce his proposal when the Illinois Central Assembly con- 
vcnicsJan. 10. 


A random survey of 19 Chicago exchanges showed the cost of 


doing business at the exchanges for an average family was $10.23 
a month. Brady said 2.5 million Chlcngoans do not have convenient 
access to a bank.

KribcM. including elderly persons buying coverage to supplement 
Medicare benefits, and another 70,nno persons participating in 
small-group plans. 


David It. Grigsby. executive director of the Suburban Cook Conn- 


U" Area Agency on Aging, told hearing examiner Dr. Kenneth 
Tanncnbaum he thinks health care costs arc soaring because no 
one in the Industry has any incentive to hold them down. Hospitals 
and doctors, he said, know they can collect from Insurance com- 
panies then use those charges as the basis for rate Increases which 
panics then use those charges 'as the basis for rate incrcaucs as 
In most cases arc paid by employers- as part of employe fringe 
benefits. By the time the employer passes those increased costs 
along to the customers via price hikes, Grigsby said, they are no 
longer recognizable as health Insurance charges. 


Food prices drop; earnings rise 


Chicago prices 
increase 4.9% 


C H I C A G O (UPI) - Consumer 


prices rose two-tenttis of one per cent 
in Chicago in November, lilting the 
consumer Index 
1 in the city to 163,5, 


the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported Tuesday. 


The index, with 1967 as the base 


year, was 4.9 per cent higher than a 
year ago. It meant that consumers 
paid $104.90 in November for goods 
and services that cost $100 a year ear- 
lier. 


William E, nice, the bureau's re- 


gional commissioner, said the in- 
crease was largely because of higher 
costs for health, recreation and trans- 
portation offset slightly by lower food 
prices. 


Grocery food prices dropped nlne- 


Icnths of one per cent. Dairy products 
were down 2 per cent, largely because 
of a sharp drop in milk prices. Cereal 
and bakery products declined 1.8 per 
cent and the meats, fish and poultry 
category was down 1.3 per cent with 
declines noted In some cuts of steak, 
pork sausage, ham, bacon and liver 
sausage. 


Health and recreation costs went up 


nine-tenths of one per cent and trans- 
portation costs rose one per cent, 
mostly due lo higher automobile in- 
surance. Housing costs went up one- 
tenth of one per cent mostly because 
of higher fuel oil prices. Rents were 
higher but electricity costs lower. 


Higher prices for women's dresses, 


some coats and handbags helped raise 
the npparel index four-tenths of one 
per cent. 


WASHINGTON

Food 


prices dropped in November for the 
first time in seven months and aver- 
age worker earnings outran the over- 
all inflation rate, the Labor Dept. 
Tuesday reported. 


The 0.3 per cent increase in con- 


sumer prices, coupled with a 0.8 per 
cent increase in the average Ameri- 
can's real spendable income, gave 
Christmas shoppers a little extra fi- 
nancial elbow room. 


The November increase in the cost 


of living was the same as October's, 
continuing a cooling trend in inflation 
that began last spring, and bringing 
the rate down to 5 per cent for the 
first time in three years. Economists 
predict the rate will remain moderate 
for the Immediate future. 


A CONTINUATION of the present 


trend would allow the administration 
to meet its goal of bringing inflation 
below 5 per cent for 1976 as a whole — 
a vast improvement over a 7 per cent 
rate recorded in 1975 and 12.2 per cent 
in 1974. 


• "I expect the trend will continue to 
be modest in the near term," said 
John Kcndrick, the Commerce De- 
partment's chief economist. But ho 
said the November figure — reflecting 
an annual rate of 3.6 per cent — was 
"a little below" the basic inflation 
rate. 


Kendrick also said food prices, 


which dropped 0.2 per cent in Novem- 
ber, are expected to change only mod- 
erately throughout 1977. It was the 
first decline in food prices since 
March. 


The dark spot on the inflation pic- 


ture next year is the oil price increase 
by the major exporting countries — a 
development that one Treasury Dept. 
expert said could boost the over-all 
cost of living by 0.2 to 0.3 per cent for 
1!)77 as a whole.

Tills is but a tiny example of how 


keeping things in status quo can be 
harmful, and how minor adjustments 
can quickly improve matters. Tiny 
though it may be, it's illustrative of a 
woeful symptom that plagues our na- 
tion and threatens our jobs and fi- 
nancial well being. 


THE I'HOIJLEM faced by Mary and 


her boss was one of productivity: how 
efficiently we get our jobs done. The 
competitor got one up on Mary and 
her boss, because his productivity was 
increasing, while Mary's was remain- 
Ing steady or declining. Had the prob- 
lem not be corrected, Mary could 


have lost her job and the boss could 
have lost liis factory. 


Recent statistics from the U.S. 


Dept. of Labor indicate that the rate 
of growth of productivity in America 
is plunging drastically. From 1901 to 
I'JC6 our annual rate of growth in pro- 
ductivity was 2.8 per cent. From I960 
to 1971 it had dropped to 1.8 per cent. 
Current estimates indicate that from 
1971 to 1976 it had fallen still further, 
to 1.1 per cent. 


We're becoming headachy and logy, 


while the nations that compete with 
us are 'growing ever more efficient. 
The trend is alarming. Higher in- 
flation and unemployment are inevi- 
table results as foreign products be- 
come Increasingly attractive.

and led her four sons and three daughters, with their 
spouses, into the church.

WHAT HAPPENS TO SPIDKIt WEBS? 


The some 30,000 known species of spiders all pro- 


duce silk, hut not all spin webs. The web Is merely 
one of countless wajj this eight-legged creature uses 
the silk It makes. 


Although the kinds of spider webs are nearly end- 


leii. they fall Into three main categories. Tangled 
»cbs ;iro the simplest variety — a shapeless, loosely 
woven Jumble. Sheet webs are flat sheets of silk 
spanning blades of grass or branches of shrubs or 


Irecs. The most beautiful and complicated are the 
orb webs, where colling lines of sticky silk connect 
the uheclllke spokes extending from the center. 


Most spiders begin spinning almost immediately af- 


ter emerging from the egg case. Tiny wriggling ac- 
robats, they seem to float in the air as they let out 
drag lines for miniature versions of the adult mas- 
terpiece. For the rest of their lives web spinning will 
occupy a sizable chunk of their time. For even with 
the best of care, the fragile structures usually last no 
longer than a day or so. 


Some very fussy orb weavers set aside about an 


hour to bpln a new web every night. Others assess the 
damage of the day's catch and, if it is not too bad, 
will repair the torn threads.

A doll lover's paradise in Wheeling 


liv KI.KANOK HIVES 


II all started when Jessica wanted a dnll for 


Christmas — a baby doll, one she could dress and 
undress nnil cuddle and comfort mid rock in a 
cradle. 


So Gr.indmn. weary of crowds and noise and 


screaming advertisements, went In search of a nice, 
nostalgic, old-fashioned toyshop with a nice, nostal- 
gic, old-fashioned proprietor who not only knew all 
about dolls, hut pretty much about the needs and 
desires of the little girl* who would be their mothers. 


She found what she was looking for — and much 


more — at Shirley's Doll House, 971 N. Milwaukee. 
Win-ding, n few small rooms within a big old farm- 
house, part of a cluster of farm buildings which in- 
clude the Wheeling Sale Barn, all painted brick red 
willi while gingerbread trim. 


Tilt: DOI.I. HOUSE Itad an overpopulation prob- 


lem tlutt only the Christmas rush could alleviate. 
This Li because Shirley Bertram), the proprietor, just 
can't resist dolls — antique dolls, period dolls, 
elegantly altircd Imports, huggable babies, tiny, 
large, old and modern dolls as well. 


HIT MONK OK those batters-operated characters 


for her. Nor tho>e with the physically accurate bod- 
ies, either. No. not those with boyfriends and plat- 
form shoes and sports cars. 


"It takes away from the child's imagination," she 


said. "It takes all the pretending out. I like the good 
old-fashioned dolls with pretty clothes." 


And clothes there arc aplenty. Frilly handmade out- 


fits, liandknlts and crochets as well as the usual 
manufactured ensembles. Clothes for dolls of all 
ages and all eras. And with the supply of shoes and 
socks in every size, no doll need ever go barefoot. 


Dolls need furniture, too, so Shirley carries a few 


sturdy handmade suspended cradles, doll rockers, 
cribs and high chairs. 


And sometimes dolls need medical attention — a • 


new finger or arm, an eye operation, perhaps a head 
or a whole new body. So one small room of the three 
is the infirmary where n huge pile of broken bodies 
and otherwise injured personalities await their turn 
to be restored ly. Shirley's tender, loving repair. The 
door is closed to protect ttic sensibilities of sympa- 
thetic children. 


SIIIULKY IlEHTHANI) was reared on a farm. "I 


didn't have dolls to play with," she said. "I rode 
horses and I worked." 


That may or may not have Influenced her entrance 


Into the world of doll collectors 13 years ago. But 
onci> a collector, she found definite advantages to 
acquiring skill in doll repair. Later, when she bought 
out a doll hospital that had been in business 20 
years, she acquired an Impressive stockpile of parts 
of all kinds — some for dolls dating back to the 
Hums. 


Word spread and owners began bringing In their 


broken dolls — as many as 200 in a single month. 
They brought In antique dolls, too, for appraisal, to 
the point where Shirley had to begin charging $5 for 
a simple appraisal, $10 for an insurance appraisal. 


It was only two years ago that Shirley opened her 


shop and began selling dolls — mostly collectibles 
and valuable antiques — and only in the past four 
months that she added more modern dolls to her 
line. Half of her business is still doll repair. 


AS YOU ENTEU her little shop, there is more 


than the eye can take in at one lime. A menagerie (if 
Disncyworld animals hangs from the celling. A seed 
case from an old country store serves as the counter. 
A large wood (tollhouse is cozily furnished in period 
furniture. One display case, designed to bring out the 
boy in a man, is lavishly filled with little cast iron 
cars and trucks, ami a good many Britains — load 
soldiers from the '30s, animals and many others. 


Step carefully over and around things into the next 


room where an old ornate iron youth bed painted 
white Is teeming with teddy bears — "I love teddy 
bears," beams Shirley. "I take every one I can get 
ray hands on." 


Three large old-type display cases dominate the 


small room. In one are the collectibles: Howdy 
Doody, Shirley Temple, Baby Sandy from Universal 
Studios, the Dlonnc Quintuplets. In another arc the 
moderns, but Shirley has selected dolls not regularly 
found in the department stores. The third houses 
such old and valuable creations as a 28-inch French 


Bcllon with mouth closed ($930); a Kestner Hilda 
(JGOO); a pair of Bylo Babies ($425 each); and a 
Kestner Googlie f.$WK». 


Shirley lias displayed and discussed her collection 


for groups and for benefits. She has raised money 
for emphysema research. She makes regular visits 
to the Winnetka Senior Citizens Center to give free 
doll appraisals and to discuss with the seniors the 
possibilities for their dolls. She m?y take 20 or 30 
dolls with her, a representative doll for each 10-year 
period. 


ItLT NO IM.KASUUE quite equals that of uniting a 


doll with a child, particularly if the doll is the child's 
own choice. "Too often, parents pick out a face they 
want, instead of suiting the doll to the child," said 
Shirley. "The child usually wants a doll to love and 
comfort — not the most expensive doll in the shop." 


Does she mind if a mother brings her little one in 


to look? 


"Not at all," she said. "I get a big kick out of it."

eliminate aw body fat they can. Every ounce of fat under the skin 
should he eliminated by weight control programs. When (his is 
done and the salt Intake Is reduced, the need for powerful medi- 
cines with undesirable side effects can often be reduced or elimi- 
nated. 


So I think >our husband should eliminate any fat deposits he has. 


And a word of c.iu!ion. If a person Is taking Cataprcss and stops It 
suddenly, there may be a severe sharp rise in blood pressure. If 
his doctor decides to eliminate it, he should be gradu- 
ally withdrawn from the medicine to avoid this dangerous* re- 
sponse.

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He fights for civil rights of the handicapped

DETROIT — "You have to under- 


stand Ituit you arc a cripple. You have 
a curtain station in life and jou can- 
not rise abo\« it." 


Kric Gentile, parjlyzcd from the 


ttaht down in a motorcycle accident 
12 years ago. will nc\er forget tho<e 
word*. 


Uttered by an angry nurse uho 


wanted him to follow hospital rules, 
they made him realize "hat it means 
to be handlcap|)cd. 


At 22. Ountllc not only had to accept 


the fact that he would spend the rest 
of his lite in a wheelchair, but, as an 
experienced draftsman, he found it 
nearly Impossible to get a job. When 
he did find one, it was for half the 
salary paid able-bodied employes. 


He could no longer ride a bus, enter 


m(nt building* or use public rest- 
rooms. L'nixiTsities in many states 
would rcfUM; to enroll him, cu-n if he 
V.M qualified. 


IN SHOUT, it meant that a society 


which previously accdepted him now 
considered him an outcast. 


"1 think those words ha\u been en- 


tirau><l in stone In my memory," he 
said, recalling the nurse's outburst. 


That was In l%i. 
Since then, Gentile lias been in the 


forefront of a civil rights movement 
uf militant handicapped. They arc de- 
manding — not asking — for the right 
tn mobility, employment and educa- 
tion. 


Gentile, now a building designer at 


Michigan State University, set up a 
political action group, helped write 
the state's new handicapped civil 
righu law and published newsletters 
to help the handicapped organize. 


TIIK I.OIIItVINC. efforts of Gentile 


and other handicapped persons in 
organizations like the National Asso- 
ciation of the Physically Handicapped 
and the Paralyzed Veterans of Amer- 
ica led to legislation In more than 30 
states giving the handicapped the 
name civil rights guarantees enjoyed 
by blacks, women and other minor- 
ities 


In 1973. marches and letterwriting 


campaigns helped presiure Congress 
Into enacting a new federal law pro- 
hibiting discrimination against the 
handicapped in employment and edu- 
cation. 


Since then handicapped organiza- 


mass transit agency in the nation op- 
erates buses with powered lifts for 
wheelchair users. 


Lawsuits are pending in Detroit, 


Milwaukee, Philadelphia and other 
cities that would force local author- 
ities to purchase accessible buses. But 
the courts have consistently ruled 
against the handicapped on grounds 
the technology to build the buses does 
not exist. 


DESPITE LAWS ill several states 


outlawing inaccessible 
construction, 


stairs still bar the handicapped from 
buildings. Curbs obstruct their move- 
ment in cities. Tiny restrooms in pub- 
lic buildings and restaurants are ef- 
fective bars to the wheelchair user. 


But the handicapped say the biggest 


barrier they face is not physical. It is 
the attitude of an able-bodied society 
t h a t considers them "devalued" 
people. 


When Gentile was hospitalized after 


the motorcycle accident he said nurs- 
es, doctors and visitors all seemed to 


think his life was over because he was 
confined to a wheelchair. 


"A lot of people were trying to tell 


me to accept what they considered 
the standard issue (life) for the handi- 
capped: a shawl, a book and a cor- 
ner." 


That attitude still exists, Gentile 


said. 


"he 
fought awfully hard to get 


where I am and that's not much," he 
said.

tiuiis in dozens of cities have filed suit 
against mass transportation agencies 
operating buses Inaccessible to people 
In wheelchairs. 


TIIK MOVEMENT is relatively 


new. Before this decade few handi- 
capped organizations existed and the 
ones that were around were timid, the 
militants say. 


Many of the militants are like Judy 


Taylor, head of MSU's handicapped 
Student program and a quadrapleg- 
ic. She began working for black civil 
rights in the 1960s and switched to or- 
ganizing the handicapped when she 
says'she realized that a person in a 
wheelchair faces the same kind of dis- 
crimination as blacks. 


Others, like Mike Dclnny, head of 


tho Michigan Paralyzed Veterans and 
a paraplegic, arc Vietnam veterans. 


"These arc a new breed of handi- 


capped people," Dclany said. "There 
arc a lot of Vietnam veterans who feel 
they have given their best to their 
country and don't like the situation 
they arc left in. They arc not used to 
being rolled over by society. They 
don't have the traditional attitude of 
the handicapped of accepting (dis- 


crimination) and staying at home be- 
hind closed doors." 


TIIEKE AIUC SOME 44 million 


handicapped persons living In the 
United States, including the mentally 
handicapped, deaf and blind. 


Of the more than 11 million handi- 


capped of working age, the Presi- 
dent's Committee on the Handicapped 
says that in 1970, 42 per cent were 
employed compared to 59 per cent of 
the total population.

accessible mass transportation, no

Do we have to return there to go 


"Our" 
son was born there, too. I also under- 
stand we have to purcliasc a copy of 
our marriage certificate from city 
hall. I.i tills correct? - K.I. 


Dear B.I... 


Now lh.it you have moved to another 


.ire.i with your son. his domicile is the 
same as yours and. therefore, you 
»ould not have to return to the other 
state in order for the adoption to take 
place, but may file here. 


There are several steps In adoption 


that you and your husband will have 
to take, but you will need an attorney 
to carry them out with you. 


nitlKI-t.V. VOtm lawyer will file .1 


l:iw suit, which Is a formal adoption 
procedure. The natural father has to 
lie mndc a party to the adoption and 
this is (rue whether the natural par- 
ents were married or not. However, it 
can be accomplished cither by written 
consent of the natural father or by 
serving him with a summons. 


If the natural father cannot be 


found, then he can be served through 
public notice in a newspaper. 


You won't need a copy of your mar- 


riage license, but your lawyer will in- 
struct you about any necessary pa- 
pers he or she may wish to have in 
his possession before filing the suit.

But the commission is developing a 


new standard that include children's 
outerwear such as blouse), pants 
and shirts, she s;iid. 


"THIS 01.1) standard is quite gen- 


eral and requires only that clothing 
must not Ignite extremely rapidly." 
six; said. "The newer standard would 
be similar lo the one on slecpwcar 


and would .include the new fibers 
which weren't around in 1933." 


The children'* slecpwear standard 


requires that the entire garment must 
burn less than seven inches after 
being aflame for three seconds. These 
tests are strict because the federal 
government's Fire Technology' Divi- 
sion reports that children 10 years 
and younger are involved In accident 
fires three times as frequently as the 
average for all ages. 


But the accidental fires involve 


slecpwcar in only one-third of the 
cases, the government reports, and 
because the slccpwcar standard has 
reduced the number and severity of 
burns in those instances, the commis- 
sion hopes that the outerwear stan- 
dard would be as effective reducing 
the rest of the accidental fires, Ms. 
Thorson said. 


California already has passed a 


flammability standard for children's 
outerwear, and Massachusetts prob- 
ably will pass one in its next legisla- 
tive session, she said. 


ILLINOIS AND the other V! states 


have not been involved in such legis- 
lation, she said. 


Ms. Thorscn doesn't expect the chil- 


dren's outerwear standard to take ef- 
fect for two more years, but said par- 
ents can minimize serious fire-risks 
by being aware of "safer" styles and 
fabrics. 


Lynn Bredemeyer, textile specialist 


with the University of Illinois Exten- 
sion 
office 
in 
Rolling 
Meadows, 


agreed and said frilly blouses with 
puffy, loose-fitting sleeves burn faster 
than body-hugging clothing because 
air feeds the flame. 


Fibers like cotton, linen and rayon 


tire more flammable than many man- 


made acrylics; 
wool is naturally 


flnme-retardant, 
Mrs. 
Bredemeyer 


said. 


BUT WHILE many fabrics may not 


flame up, Mrs. Bredemeyer said some 
do melt and may burn toward the 
body, causing serious injury. She rec- 
ommended thermoplastics like nylon 
and polyester for children's clothing 
because, although the fabrics melt, 
the pieces fall away from the body. 


Both she and Ms. Thorsen recom- 


mend tight weaves instead of coarse, 
plush ones, becase less air gets in to 
feed the flame. Fuzzy fabric surfaces 
burn more rapidly than the smooth 
ones for the same reason. 


"I really don't think people are con- 


cerned about flammability when they 
buy their children's clothing," said 
Mrs Bredemeyer, "It seems that It 
takes a tragedy to bring it close to 
home. And it's too bad." 


Consumers over extending themselves 
Lending firms doing big business

Holiday shoppers arc flocking to 


nrca stores this month with less cash 
In their pockets, but longer, more ujx- 
pensive shopping lists than last year.

public relations for Scars, said. 


Scars is projecting a 10 per cent in- 


crease in Christmas sales this year 
compared (o last, with such item!; as 
washing machines, dryers, stereo sys- 


tems, televisions and videogames lead- 
ing sales, Austin said. 


Although banks have lower interest 


rates available, the end result is the 
same. People who overextended their 
credit must pay for the privilege. 


The smart credit card buyer real-

'Smokey9 reports slow CBers down

There may not bo as many "bears" 


out there as the nrmy of civilian band 
radio operators would lead you to be- 
lieve. 


And the "bears" or "Smokeys," as 


police are known to (he CB knights of 
the road, have decided the exagger- 
ate! reports arc helping slow down 
(raffle. 


A UPI survey of state police and 


traffic 
safety 
officials 
nationwide 


shows most believe the CBcrs' radio 
reports of patrol car locations aro 
more help than hindrance. 


"It's O.K. as fur as we're con- 


cerned," says Lt. Jim Williams, head 
of the Oregon State Police Commu- 
nications Division. "It sounds like 
there arc twice ns many policemen 
out there ns there really are. If they 
want lo report where we couldn't care 
ICM. We want people to know where 
we arc. That's the reason for marked 
police cars. 


"If you listen lo n CB radio when 


they're passing 'Smokey reports' back 
and forth. It sounds like there must be 
n tloicn policemen out there, when in 
truth there may be just one radar unit 
and one chase car." 


IN AN EXPERIMENT, about one- 


fourth of Oregon's state police cars 
have been equipped with CB units to 
receive calls from civilians about ac- 
cidents, drunk or reckless drivers, 
road conditions, etc. Results arc being 
evaluated to determine if the entire 
fleet should be outfitted. 


Williams s.iid in drunk drivers were 


arrested during October and 30 acci- 
dents reported as a direct result of CB 
reports. 


Some states have used federal 


grants to buy CB radios for their pa- 
trol cars. Others have applied for fed- 
eral money, but dozens of patrolmen 
aren't 
waiting 
for 
Uncle 
Sam. 


They've installed CH radios In their 
patrol cars at their own expense. 


"They've developed good relation- 


ships with other CBcrs, and there 


have been numerous occasions when 
Information derived from CBcrs has 
been more timely than troop notifica- 
tion and has resulted In quicker re- 
sponse to the scene of a highway acci- 
dent," said Adam Bcrlutl, spokesman 
for the Connecticut State Police. 


.MOST POLICE and safety officials 


.said Smokey reports have slowed 
drivers to the 55 mph limit on 
highways. 


In Mississippi, two CBcrs had a bet- 


ter idea. They drove sldc-by-side nt 
the legal 55 mph on a two-lane high- 
way, hacking up traffic for miles. 
When CBcrs caught In the jab began 
calling the pair "Moving Parking 
Lot," they reponded to the handle and 
just kept cruising along. 


The commander of the Indiana 


• Stutc Police Public Information Office 
is among those who credit Smokey re- 
ports with reducing the number of 
speeders by less spectacular means.

A nurse at the hospital confirmed Gunn's 
death but said she had no more Information. 


The 6-9 center was stricken with the rare condition Dec. 11 


before Memphis Stale's game against Baylor, when his tempera- 
ture soared to 105 degrees. He was hospitalized In an Intensive 
care unit where he remained conscious but In serious condition.

Tho problem Is thai sports Is Inher-

Now, he says, some of the same

Objec- 
tions to the erection of a ski jump, 
arguments over housing, stipulations 
restricting how. the $49 million In Fed- 
eral funds can be spent threaten to 
make America the only country which 
has thrown out two Olympic Games in 
a row. 


SCIIAEKFI.EIVS DENVER Univer- 


sity ski teams won 14 national cham- 
pionships In his 21 years there but 
American skiers found it hard to keep 
their form through more than one 
Olympics as Europeans do. "Look at 
Billy Kldd. He won a silver medal at 
Innsbruck in 1964. So, ho should have 
been better at Grenoble in 1963. He 
wasn't." 


Schacffler, who works for Walt Dis- 


ney attempting to open recreation 
areas for skiing, points out that the 
skiing population of California has 
trebled in the lost 10 years but ski- 
area development has virtually halt- 
ed. 


It's not that Schaefflcr favors a to- 


talitarian approach. He saw enough of 
that in World War II when he was 
drafted Into Hitler's army and given a 
shovel and sent to the Russian front to 
fight the war with that. "Because my 
father had been a prominent Social 
Democrat, I was tagged as a 'P.U.' 
for 'Politically Unreliable' and put in 
a batalllon of P.U.'s. We were not to 
be trusted with weapons." Unfortu- 
nately, the Russians made no dis- 
tinction between reluctant and eager 
German soldiery and Schacfflcr was 
wounded five times, once with shrap- 
nel in the heart, once with a pistol 
shot in the neck. He was captured, 
escaped, hunted, shot again. The tem- 
perature climbed clear up to 53 — be- 
low.

Jail's bars no barrier to Christmas spirit

There arc some places one doesn't 


expect to find the Christmas spirit. 
Cook County Jail, with it barbwiro 
fences, steel doors and reputation for 
being "a living hell," is such a place. 


Even those who work there are 


frightened by what they sec. 


"They'd have to kill me before I'd 


ever let them put me in here," one 
jail employe said. 


The coldness of the Jail is felt even 


before entering the visitor's lobby In 
the newest section of the prison A 
Christmas tree in the lobby does little 
to make a visitor forget that some- 
where else In the same building ate 
men awaiting trial for crimes such as 
murder, rape and armed robbery. 


HIT A DOZEN MEMBERS of Pala- 


t i n e ' s Galilean Ministry church 
recently overlooked the terrors of the 
jail in an effort to bring the Christmas 


spirit to those who find little reason 
for rejoicing during any time of the 
year — the prisoners of Cook County 
Jail. 


The Galileans spent two days last 


weekend singing Christmas carols and 
religious songs to an auditorium filled 
with jail Inmates. The performance 
was part of a three-day Christmas 
program organized by jail chaplains 
Phil Wagner and Dale Tweedy. 


For more than six hours each of the 


two days the Galileans were in the 
midst of what some, including a few 
jailers, say are hopeless causes. 


The stone-cold, blank expressions on 


the faces of many of the prisoners as 
they filed In must have made the Ga- 
lileans wonder why they agreed to be 
locked in with these men for most of 
the day. 
- 


BUT MANY OK THE blank ex- 


pressions turned to looks of thought- 
fulness — some even smiled — as the 


Galileans began to play their banjo, 
guitars and tambourine. 


A group of about 250 young prison- 


ers, most of them aged 17 to 20, began 
to clap along with the Galileans as 
they played and sang "Joy to the 
World." They clapped along again as 
the Galileans sang "It is a Good 
Thing to Give Thanks to the Lord." 


The same group of prisoners broke 


into a rousing applause when the Gali- 
leans finished. They applauded again 
when Wagner announced that each of 
them would receive a Christmas card 
and a stamped envelope to send to 
their parents or loved one. The same 
news had brought a clap of approval 
from some 400 older prisoners who'd 
been to the auditorium earlier in .the • 
day. 
• 
• 


The prisoners applauded when Wag- 


ner told them that about 200 Chicago 
area churches had gotten together 
and spent $5,300 to make sure each 


prisioner would get a gift box of 
'gooodies." 


The .gift-wrapped boxes contained a 


fruit pie, a pack of cookies, three can- 
dy bars, the card and stamccd enve- 
lope and some Christian literature. 
Wagner said the packages were worth 
about a dollar each, a statement that 
also brought cheers from the priso- 
ners. 


A REFORMED MURDERER from 


Chicago's South Side followed Wagner 
to the microphone. He told the prison- 
ers how his life had changed since he 
became a Christian. He urged them to 
do the same, and said he would be' 
willing.to help anyone who asked. 


"If this program today makes one 


person's Christmas a speck better, 
we've succeeded what we want to 
do," Wagner shouted to the prisoners. 


As soon as the Galileans played a 


final song, the lights were dimmed 
and a weekly jail-sponsored (ilm was 


shown. It was a picture called "Vigil- 
ante Force." 
ing a belter movie this 
week," 


"I wish they would have been show- 


ing a 
better movie this week,'' 


Tweedy said. "But movie time Is the 
only time the prisoners are all togeth- 
er." 


HE EXPLAINED HOW Wagner had 


gotten permission to put on the Christ- 
mas program during the regularly 
scheduled movie time. But Wqgner 
said the film did not dampen his 
hopes that the Christmas message 
would touch the hearts of some of the 
prisioners. 


When the film was finished, the 


prisioners were ushered out in single 
file by jail guards. Each was given 
one of the Christmas packages, a Gi- 
deon New Testament and a Christian 
book titled "Under Arrest." 


"Thank you, Merry Christmas,"

before entering the visitor's lobby in 
the newest section of the prison A 
Christmas tree in the lobby does little 
to make a visitor forget that some- 
where else in the same building are 
men awaiting trial for crimes s'jch as 
murder, rape and armed robbery. 


BUT A DOZEN MEMBERS of Pala- 


t i n e ' s Galilean Ministry 
church 


recently overlooked the terrors of the 
jail in an effort to bring the Christmas 


spirit to those who find little reason 
for rejoicing during any time of the 
year — the prisoners of Cook County 
Jail. 


The Galileans spent two day; last 


weekend singing Christmas caro's and 
religious songs to an auditorium filled 
with jail inmates. The performance 
was part of a three-day Christmas 
program organized by jail chaplains 
Phil Wagner and Dale Tweedy. 


For more than six hours each of the 


two days the Galileans were in the 
midst of what some, including a few 
jailers, say arc hopeless causes. 


The stone-cold, blank expressions on 


the faces of many of the prisoners as 
they filed in must have made the Ga- 
lileans wonder why they agreed to be 
locked In with these men for most of 
the day.

• BUT MANY OF THE blank ex- 
pressions turned to looks of thought- 
fulness — some even smiled — as the

they played and sang "Joy to the 
World." They clapped along again as 
the Galileans sang "It is a Good 
Thing to Give Thanks to the Lord."

They applauded again 
when Wagner announced that each of 
them would receive a Christmas card 
and a stamped envelope to send to 
their parents or loved one. The same 
news liad brought a clap of approval 
from some 400 older prisoners who'd 
been to the auditorium earlier in the 
day. 


The prisoners applauded when Wag- 


ner told them that about 200 Chicago 
area churches had gotten together 
and spent $5,300 to make sure each 


prisioner would get a gift box of 
•gooodies." 


The gift-wrapped boxes contained a 


fruit pie, a pack of cookies, three can- 
dy bars, the card and stamped enve- 
lope and some Christian literature. 
Wagner said the packages were worth 
about a dollar each, a statement that 
also brought cheers from the priso- 
ners. 


A UEFOItMED ML'IlDEItF.lt from 


Clu'cago's South Side followed Wagner 
to the microphone. He told the prison- 
ers how his life had changed since he 
became a Christian. He urged them to 
do the same, and said he would be 
willing to help anyone who asked. 


"If this program today makes one 


person's Christmas a speck better, 
we've succeeded what we want to 
do." Wagner shouted to the prisoners. 


As soon as the Galileans played a 


final song, the lights were dimmed 
and a weekly jail-sponsored film was 


shown. It was a picture called "Vigil- 
ante Force."

The coldness of the jail is felt even 


before entering the visitor's lobby in 
the newest section of the prison A 
Christmas tree in the lobby 'does little 
to make a visitor forget that some- 
where else in the same building ate 
men awaiting trial for crimes such as 
murder, rape and armed robbery. 


BIT A DOZEN MEMBERS of Pala- 


t i n e ' s Galileqn Ministry 
church 


recently overlooked the terrors of the 
jail in an effort to bring the Christmas 


spirit to those who find little reason 
for rejoicing during any time of the 
year — the prisoners of Cook County 
Jail. 


The Galileans spent two days last 


weekend singing Christmas caruls and 
religious songs to an auditorium filled 
with Jail inmates. The performance 
was part of a three-day Christmas 
program organized by jail chaplains 
Phil Wagner and Dale Tweedy. 


For more than six hours each of the 


two days the Galileans were in the 
midst of wha: some, including a few 
jailers, say are hopeless causes. 


The stone-cold, blank expressions on 


the faces of many of the prisoners as 
they filed in must have made the Ga- 
lileans wonder why they agreed to be 
locked in with these men for most of 
the day. 


BUT MANY OF THE blank ex- 


pressions turned to looks of thought- 
fulness — some even smiled — as the 


Galileans began to play their banjo, 
guitars and tambourine. 


A group of about 250 young prison- 


ers, most of them aged 17 to 20, began 
to clap along with the Galileans as 
they played and sang "Joy to the 
World." They clapped along again as 
the Galileans sang "It is a Good 
Thing to Give Thanks to the Lord." 
. The same group of prisoners broke 
into a rousing applause when the Gali- 
leans finished. They applauded again 
when Wagner announced that each of 
them would receive a Christmas card 
and a stamped envelope to send to 
their parents or loved one. The same 
news had brought a clap of approval 
from some 400 older prisoners who'd 
been to the auditorium earlier in the 
day. 


The prisoners applauded when Wag- 


ner told them that about 200 Chicago 
area churches had gotten together 
and spent $5,300 to make sure each 


prisloner would get a gift box of 
'gooodies." 


The gift-wrapped boxes contained a 


fruit pie, a pack of cookies, three can- 


, dy bars, the card and stamced enve- 


lope and some Christian literature. 
Wagner said the packages were worth 
about a dollar each, a statement that 
also brought cheers from the priso- 
ners. 


A REFORMED MURDERER from 


Chicago's South Side followed Wagner 
to the microphone. He told the prison- 
ers how his life had changed since he 
became a Christian. He urged them to 
do the same, and said he would be 
willing to help anyone who asked., 


"If this program today make|.one 


person's Christmas a speck better, 
we've succeeded what we want to 
do," Wagner shouted to the prisoners. 


As soon as the Galileans played a 


final sang, the lights were-dimmed 
and a weekly jail-sponsored film was 


shown. It was a picture called "Vigil- 
ante Force."

concentration of restaurants means 
stiff competition that forces them to 
work all the harder.

Shakcy's Pizza Parlor, 865 S. Elm- 
hurst ltd., summed up the situation.

The Italian-style restau- 
rant features red curtains with wine 
bottles where a lunch or dinner of 
pasta is consumed at a slightly slower 
pace. 


Twenty-four-hour family-stylo ser- 


vice is provided by Sambo's, 1450 S. 
Elmhurst; JoJo's, 835 S. Elmhurst; 
and The Golden Bear, 1051 S. Elm- 
hurst Rd. The three specialize in di- 
versified menus, serving everything 
from bacon and eggs to steak. JoJo's 
Is the only place on tho strip where 
you can have a fireside meal. 


Dunkln' Domits, 830 S. Elmhurst 


lid., is jammed during the rush hour 
as commuters pick up a quick break- 
fast on the way to work. Coffee and a 
dozen or more kinds of donuts arc 
available for carryout. 


BURGEU KING, 860 S. Elmhurst, 


and Brown's Fried Chicken, 820 S. 
Elmhurst rd., arc neighbors vying for 
the 
in-a-hurry lunch and 
dinner 


crowd. The two, along with Dunkin" 
Donuts, make up most of the Wishing 
Well Shopping Center along with a 
7-Elcven convenience grocery, which 
also makes carryout sandwiches. . 


Kentucky Fried Chicken, 1263 S. 


Elmhurst Rd., a little competition fur- 
ther down the strip, competes with 
Brown's.. 


Pizzti, beer, silent movies and rag- 


time music arc featured at Shakcy's 
Pizza Parlor, 8G5 S. Elmhurst Rd. 
Pizza and other Italian specialities 
arc the fare at Gcnotti's Italian Pub, 
1166 S. Elmhurst rd., which used to be 
a Roy Rogers Restaurant. The eatery 
lias changed hands several times in 
the last five years. 


A favorite summertime hangout is 


Tastcc-Frcez, 877 S. Elmhurst Rd. Ice 
cream is not so popular in cold weath- 
er, so the place is closed most of the 
winter. 


A pastry case full of Greek baked

A hodgepodge to urban planners 


Elmhur<t Road may be a delight to 


the last-fool lover, but it is anything 
but appetizing to urban planners. 


Officials of DCS Plaincs and Mount 


Prospect, who share jurisdiction over 
the mllc-and-a-half stretch that in- 
cludes 21 fast-food and franchise res- 
taurants, consider Elmhurst Road a 
nuisance and a product of uncon- 
trolled development. 


The real estate and sales lax reve- 


nues generated by the eating estab- 
lishments don't compensate entirely 
for the "usual pollution" caused by a 
jumble of neon signs, driveways and 
single-story buildings, the 
officials 


say. 


IT IS anything but an urban joucl. 
"Portions of Elmhurst Road have 


been turned into a neon jungle. It's a 
classical commercial strip where ev- 
erything Is one lot deep with large 
signs out front. Driveways arc all 
o\er and the traffic Is hazardous be- 
cause It's confusing," said Michael 
Richardson, director of planning and 
zoning for the City of DCS Plaincs. 


"It's a perfect example.of urban 


blight, and it's downright ugly," he 
Mid. 


Twelve of the 76 restaurants in DCS 


Plaincs arc nestled along the east 
tide of Elmhurst Road. The Wishing 
Well Shopping Center located on the 
west side of Elmhurst Road south oi 
Dempster Street, also U in the city. 
The rest of Elmhurst Road Is in 
Mount Prospect.

planned. A Red Lobster restaurant is 
being built on Elmhurst Road north of 
Oakton Street, while another unnamed 
restaurant is scheduled to po Into a 
proposed office building just down the 
street. 


"We'll Just have to live with what's 


there arendy. and make sure that 
whatever goes on Elmhurst Road in 
the future I* in good taste. That road 


now 1» just visual pollution with one 
franchise sign after another. It seems 
they're just trying to outdo each oth- 
er," said Robert J. Eppley, Mount 
Prospect village manager. 


Officials of both towns believe that 


their current zoning and sign ordi- 
nances will alleviate the problems of 
gaudy signs and crammed franchises 
on Elmhurst Road. 


The municipalities also would like 


to see merchants cooperate In a beau- 
lificatlon project along the thorough- 
fare which serves as an entrance Into 
both of the towns and a main route to 
the Northwest Tollway. 


HUT NEITHER DCS Plaincs 
nor 


Mount Prospect is willing to take 
complete blame for the overdevelop- 
ment of Elmhurst Road. 


"Most of the property was once 


unincorporated Cook County, where it 
was zoned commercial from the start. 
It was just In tho 1960's when DCS 
Plaincs began incorporating bits and 
pieces along Elmhurst Road," Rich- 
ardson said. 


Until recently, developers submitted 


their plans for review by city plan- 
ners before obtaining permits to build 
a restaurant on a commercially-zoned 
parcel, he said. 


Today, DCS Plaincs law requires de- 


velopers to obtain a special-use per- 
mit and have their plans reviewed 
and approved'by the city's plan com- 
mission, zoning board and city council 
before construction of a restaurant' 
can begin. 


Under the more strict procedures, 


Des Plaincs has turned down several 
recent requests for new restaurants, 
Richardson said. 


"I don't think that what exists now 


on Elmhurst Road was inevitable. I 
think the city just waited too long to 
do anything about avoiding one sign 
and one restaurant after another," he 
said.

Village mulls 
meeting with 
Teamsters

Palatine officials have sent a letter 


to Local 714 of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters saying the 
union's request for a meeting to dis- 
cuss bargaining on behalf of'village 
patrolmen "will be taken under ad- 
visement." 


In his first public acknowledgement 


that the Teamsters have contacted the 
village, Wendell E. Jones, village 
president, said a response has been 
made to a letter received two weeks 
ago from the Local. 


"The village board will take the 


matter under advisement and that's 
all I'm going to say for now," Jones 
said. 


WILLIAM IIOGAN, president of 


Local 714, said more than 90 per 
cent of the department's 36 patrolmen 
have joined the union during n three- 
week period. He.said patrolmen con- 
tacted the union to begin the organ- 
izing process. 


"We arc the largest and strongest 


union and they wanted a strong 
union," Hogan said. He added that pa- 
trolmen are most concerned with de- 
veloping n grieveance procedure rath- 
er than focusing on wages and fringe 
benefits. 


In its letter to the village, the union 


asked to meet with the village board 
to discuss negotiations. Hogan said he 
has received the village's response 
and is waiting for further word. 


The next step in the process is for 


the village board to formally recog- 
nize the Teamsters Union as the pa- 
trolmen's bargaining agent. "Hopeful- 
ly, that will happen," Hogan said. "If 
the village doesn't recognize us, we'll 
have to look at the situation to see 


what type of pressure we have to 
bring." 


Hogan said the union does not want 


to use strikes as a pressure tool. "We 
have no desire to strike and we are 
not looking to create problems," Ho- 
gan said. "If there are problems they 
(the village) will create them. If they 
are reasonable, we'll be reasonable." 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS have de- 


clined further comment but the board 
is expected to discuss the situation in 
executive session next month. The dis- 
cussion could come as early as Jan. 3 
when several board committees are 
scheduled to meet.

board meeting next month is Jan. 10. 


Hogan said the union is in the pro-

ship is more than two million with 
truck drivers numbering only 700,000.

Jail 


The Galileans spent two davs la«t 


weekend singing Christmas caro's and 
religious songs to an auditorium filled 
with jail inmates _ The pcrfoimance 
was part of a three-da} Christmas 
program organized by jail chaplains 
Phil Wagner and Dale Tweed} 


For more than six hours each of the 


two davs the Galileans were m the 
midst of what some, including a few 
jailers, say arc hopeless causes 


The stone-cold, blank expressions on 


the faces of many of the prisoners as 
the} filed in must have made the Ga- 
lileans wonder why they agreed to be 
locked in with these men for most of 
the day. 


BUT MANY OF THE blank ex- 


pressions turned.toSooks of thought- 
fulness — some even smiled — as the 


Galileans began to play their banjo, 
guitars and tambourine 


A group of about 250 jounc prison- 


ers, most of them aged 17 to 20 began 
to clan along with the Galileans as 
they pla>ed and sang "Joy 
to the 


World " They clapped along again as 
tho Galileans sang "It is a Good 
Thing to Give Thanks to the Lord " 


The same group of prisoners broke 


into a routing applause-when the Gali- 
leans finished They applauded again 
when Wagner announced that each of 
them would receive a Christmas card 
and a stamped envelope to send to 
their parents or loved one The same 
news had brought a clap of approval 
from some 400 older prisoners who'd 
been to the auditorium earlier in the 
day. 


The prisoners applauded when Wag- 


ner told them that about 200 Chicago 
area churches had gotten 
together 


and spent $5,300 to make sure each 


pnsioner 
would get a gift box of 


'gooodie3" 


The fiift-wrapped boxes contained a 


fruit pie, a pack of cookies, three can- 
dy bars, the. card and stamned enve- 
lope and some Christian literature 
Wagner said the packages were worth 
about a dollar each, a statement that 
also brought cheers from the priso- 
ners. 


A REFORMED MURDERER from 


Chicago's South Side followed Wagner 
to the microphone He told the prison- 
ers how his life had changed since he 
became a Christian. He urged them to 
do the same, and said he would be 
willing to help anyone whodsked. 


"If this program today makes one 


" person's Christinas a speck better, 


we've succeeded what we*• want to 
do," Wagner shouted to th4 prisoners. 


As soon as the Galileans played a 


final song, the lights acre dimmed 
and a weekly jaitsponsored film was 


shown It was a picture called "Vigil- 
ante Force " 
mg a better movie this week," 


• I wish they would have been show- 


ing a 
better movie this week," 


Tweedy said ' But movie time is the 
only time the prisoners are all togeth- 
er " 


HE EXPLAINED HOW Wagner had 


gotten permission to put on the Christ- 
mas program during the regularly 
scheduled movie time. But Wagner 
said the film did not dampen his 
hopes that the Christmas message 
would touch the hearts of some of tho 
prisoners 


When the f)lm was finished, the 


pnsmners were ushered out in single 
file by jail guards Each was given 
one of the Christmas packages, a Gi- 
deon New Testament and a Christian 
book titled "Under Arrest "

It's called "the strip," "restaurant 


row," and "franchise row" by thsc 
who live and work nearby. 


For a mile and a half between 


Northwest Tollway and Golf Road — 
among the neon signs and small shops 
— every imaginable food is sold. It 
ranges from carryout chicken to 
doughnuts to four-course Italian din- 
ers. 


HOME OF Till: eating places arc 


teen hangouts; others attract mostly 
lunching executives and couples out 
for a night on the town. Some arc 
open around the clock, while others 
cater only to the dinner croud. 


But nearly all the restaurants along 


the strip specialize in one thing: food 
you can get on the run, without much 
fuss, almost anytime you want it. And 
competition is fierce. The proximity 
of restaurant row to major thorough- 
fares and businesses makes it the gas- 
tronomlcal drawing card of the area.

It's a 
classical commercial strip where ev- 
erything is one lot deep with large 
signs out front. Driveways are all 
o\cr and the traffic Is hazardous be- 
cause it's confusing." said Michael 
Richardson, director of planning and 
zoning for the City of DCS Plaines 


"It's a perfect example of urban 


blight, and it's downright ugly," he 
said. 


Twelve of the 76 restaurants in DCS 


Plaines are nestled' along the east 
side of Elmhurst Road The Wishing 
Well Shopping Center located on the 
west side of Elmhurst Road south of 
Dempster Street, also is in the city. 
The rest of Elmhurst Road is in 
Mount Prospect

planned A Red Lobster restaurant is 
being built on Elmhurst Road north of 
Oakton Street, while another unnamed 
restaurant is scheduled to go into a 


proposed office building just down the 
street. 


"We'll just have to live with what's 


there aready, and make sure that 
whatever goes on Elmhurst Road in • 
the future is in good taste. That road 
now is just visual pollution with one 
franchise sign after another. It seems 
they're just trying to outdo each oth- 
er," said Robert J. Eppley, Mount 
Prospect village manager. 


Officials of both towns believe that 


their current zoning and sign ordi- 
nances will alleviate the problems of 
gaudy signs and crammed franchises 
on Elmhurst Road. 


The municipalities also would like 


to see merchants cooperate in a beau- 
tificatlon project along the thorough- 
fare which serves as an entrance into 
both of the towns and a mam route to 
the Northwest Tollway. 


IlUT NEITHER Des Plaines nor 


Mount Prospect is willing to take 
complete blame for the overdevelop- 
ment of Elmhurst Road. 


"Most of the property was once 


unincorporated Cook County, where it 
was zoned commercial from the start. 
It was just in the 1%0's when Des 
Plaines began Incorporating bits and 
pieces along Elmhurst Road," Rich- 
ardson said

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Winter hits Midwest, East 
hard with snow, ice, cold

Winter arrived Tuesday with snow, 


lc« and gale-force winds across the 
Northeast and the Midwest, ending 
ono of the coldest autumns on record. 


Schools were shut down In Ohio by 


massive snowfalls; two major high- 
ways were closed In Philadelphia; 
and In North Carolina the Blue Rldgc 
Parkway was shut down and the 
Highway Patrol reported other roads 
Uttered with stalled cars and trucks. 


On the tint official day of winter, 


mow (ell as far south as Laredo, Tex., 
where the brief snow flurry was the 
first experience ever of the white fare 
(or many residents. 


' WINTEIVS COLD stretched as far 
as Florida, where a frost and freeze 
warning was posted for Tuesday 
night. In Ponca City, Okla., the mer- 
cury fell to 7 degrees. 
. . 


'. "Cold enough to give a reindeer 
frostbites," said a Chicago police dis- 
patcher of Tuesday morning's bone- 
chllling wind chill index of 32 below 
zero — a product of the wind gusts 
from Lake Michigan and the bitter 
cold. 


"Absolutely disgusting," was the 


way Sheriff's Deputy Chris Quinn of 
Geauga County, Ohio, put It. 


"We've got all (he schools closed to- 


day with 14 or IS Inches of snow on 
the ground and it's drifting over two 
feet In spots." 


IN LAKE COUNTY. Ohio, another 


deputy said "It's so cold that salt isn't 
helping" to keep the roads clear of 
snow and Ice. 


With snow extending from northern 


New York state through the northern 
Atlantic Seaboard and across the 
Great Lakes Into much of the Mid- 
nest, prospects for a white Christmas 
looked good. 


A blinding snowstorm In upstate 


New York was blamed for a colllson 
between a tractor-trailer truck and 
two cars that killed four persons and 
seriously Injured three others Tues- 
day. The accident occurred on the New 
York State Throughway near Geneva, 
authorities reported. 


A snowy, white icing 
won't cap the Yule log 


Chances for a while Christmas are 


slim, says the National Weather Ser- 
vice, but scattered flurries arc ex- 
pected to fall in the area through 
Christmas Eve. 


Variable cloudiness and a chance of 


snow flurries are predicted for today, 
Thursday and Christmas Eve, and 
temperatures will fall. 


However, the snow is not expected 


to accumulate. 


The cold front that will begin mov- 


ing through the Chicago area today 
will cause temperatures to drop from 
a high near 30 today to the high teens 
or low 20s Christmas Day. 


The 200-mile wide winter storm that 


had covered Chicago over the week- 
end, depositing little snow, had moved 
on to the East Coast by Tuesday. 


Illinois enjoyed clear skies Tuesday, 


while a relatively short distance 
away, in central Indiana, cloudy skies 
and snow prevailed. 


Commuters in Philadelphia wen; 


delayed when police were forced to 
close sections of two major highways 
leading Into the downtown area. 
"Cars are slipping and sliding all over 
the place," said a police spokesman. 
"It's a mess." 


IN NOnTI! CAROLINA police said 


highways -to and 19 were strewn with 
cars that hod skidded off the road nnd 
trucks that jackknlfed and a 93-mile 
section of the Blue Ridge Parkway 
was shut down by the National Pork 
Service because of snowdrifts and Ice 
at higher altitudes. 


It was much the same story from 


Indiana's "snow belt" to New Jersey 
and the northern portion of the Mid- 
Atlantic states. 


Only In tho West was the weather 


picture different with San Francisco 
and Los Angeles reporting tempera- 
tures in the 50s and 60s and ski re- 
sorts up in the mountains complaining 
of next to no snow with the Christmas 
season only a few days away.
